NEED ATTENTION 


Legislature Will 
Be Asked to 


Take Up Important Subject 


The next session of the legislature 
of Pennsylvania will be asked to take 
definite steps toward tho establish 
meat of adequate plans for tho regu 
lution of rivers for the combined ob 
jecta of flood prevention, aid to navi 
gation. Improved 
water supply and 
the 
development 
of 
water 
power 
Consideration of this subject Is now 
being given by communities affected 
by floods and the result of this work 
will be incorporated into a bill which 
will be introduced In the legislature 
next January. 
In the Pittsburgh district a coni 
prehensive survey and study of 
the 
watersheds of the Monongahela 
and 
Allegheny rivers has been m ade in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
State 
W ater 
Supply Commission, and this bus de 
veloped a system of treatm ent foi 
these rivers and the Ohio which hat 
been approved by some of the ablest 
engineers of the country, including 
those connected with the war depart 
ment 
at 
W ashington, 
who 
have 
charge of all government river work 
in the country. 
It is generally ac 
te p ’ed that the treatm ent proposed 
for the regulation of rivers in West 
em pennsylvania can be applied with 
equally good results to the stream s 
iii other parts of the state. 
The plan proposed for the Pitts 
burgh situation is in effect the con 
struction of 17 safely built reservoirs 
at the headwaters of the Mouonga 
he!* and Allegheny rivers and theii 
tiibutarles 
The

waters 
in 
times 
of 
freshets, 
the 
stored water to be released at time) 
of drought to aid in navigation, and 
for other beneficial purposes.
